1. You are scheduled to attend a working breakfast with Secretary 
Weinberger and Deputy Secretary Taft on Friday, 21 December 1984, 0745 
hours. In the DCI Dining Room.

3. For our part, you may wish to raise the following Items: 

Gorbachev in London. The Soviet leader quickly seized the 
Initiative and apparently achieved what he wanted: to put 
public political pressure on the US at Geneva and the 
anticipated arms limitation talks.
